Roadside Advertising Signs 
Regulated in All But 7 States 


Washington, Feb. 6.—In a rur- 
vey of state laws governing com- 
mercial advertising signs along 
public highways made by _ the 
Bureau of Public Roads of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, it was found that such 
laws range all the way from the 
most general of rules and regula- 
tions to certain well-defined stipu- 
lations. Only seven states are 
without state regulation—South 
Carolina, Arkansas, Texas, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Wyoming. 

Connecticut, Massachusetts and 
Vermont have the best defined and 
most rigid laws. Before any agency 
can erect commercial advertising 
signs in these States, it must be 
licensed by state authorities at cer- 
tain annual fees, and if it does not 
reside in the state a bond must be 
furnished.

Other salesmen work through the

ing season and pay back. The 
greater number find ready employ-| 
ment with a rival dealer selling an- 
other make car and collect all the 
commission on what they sell.

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OME time ago the American Automobile Association 


sent out a questionnaire to some thousands of its car 
owner members asking them whether they avoided passing 
through cities when touring, and, if so, why they took pains 
io go around the centers of population. The answers 
received are interesting and also significant for towns -and 
cities which are losing the money that might be spent iv. 
their places of business. 

The overwhelming majority of replies indicated that car 
owners generally avoided passing through cities wherever 
possible and the reasons they gave were as follows :— 


Reluctance to run the gantlet of city congestion. 

Inadequate sign-posting of through streets. 

Loss of valuable time. 

Confusion regarding traffic regulations 
traffic hazards. 

Lack of parking space. 


Undoubtedly, as Thomas P. Henry, president of the 
Three A’s, says, the replies show that traffic congestion is a 
national condition. 

The really important fact brought out by the answers 
is the need for the general adoption of uniform traffic 
ordinance, which will enable a car owner to know exactly 
what is expected of him, no matter what city or state he may 
be in, during any tour, no matter how lengthy. And another 
matter that the questionnaire brings forcibly to attention is 
the need for clear and unmistakable marking of through 
routes. 

These are points that indicate clearly tor any town or 
city how it may relieve the present unwillingness of 
motorists to pass through their business districts. 


A City Takes to Buses 


VER in New Jersey, the city of Paterson, the great silk 
manufacturing center of the country, a town with 
143,000 inhabitants, has entirely discontinued the use of 
trolley cars in favor of motor bus transportation. Paterson 
has been using buses for several years and the change has 
been gradual. Recently the Park Avenue line, the last trolley 
line operating entirely within the city limits, was replaced 
by a bus line. 

The interesting feature of all this is that a city of the 
size and commercial activity that Paterson enjoys, having 
tried out motor bus transportation in urban service, in 
comparison with the traditional street car transport, has 
found the motor medium more efficient and has had the 
courage to adopt it exclusively. 

Many other cities will follow this lead in the years 
to come and undoubtedly the example of Paterson will 
have an immediate effect.

Aty Taxes 
T HAS recently been announced that the city of Atlanta, 

Ga., is considering the imposition of a city tax on auto- 
mobiles owned within its confines. Many places have 
considered this form of levy and in most cases it has fortu- 
nately been dropped. 

Possibly it may lie within the rights of a city to tax a 
particular form of vehicle. Perhaps the tax might be used 
to advantage, but no matter how it is done or for what it is 
used the tax is a mistake. The motor vehicle even now is 
taxed beyond any other form of human possession. The 
motor vehicle owner has been singled out as a class and has 


been taxed to the utmost limit of his capacity to bear 
the burden.

This com- 
pany is in the favored position of having heayy orders from 
the Ford Motor Company for shock absorbers, in addition 
to universal joints and axles.

rate of 150 joints a month, and today, with plants in the United States 
and Europe, the corporation is turning out well over 200,000 universal 
joints a month, It has specialized on this one unit of the automobile 
chassis for the entire twenty-five years. 

The corporation recently bought 
Brown-Lipe Gear Company of Syracuse, 
further acquisitions are contemplated.

Whether dividends will be resumed on the common now that the 


preferred has been retired is a question. There were recent reports to 
that effect, but the directors indicated still more recently that instead 
of hurrying to make payments on the common they would hold the 
income in reserve and strengthen the financial condition of the com- 
pany.

The removal of the executive offices of the company from Plainfield,

RegarJiless of what may 
happen to production of automobiles generally, it is pretty generally agreed 
that Ford will have a big year. 

The company has outstanding 370,000 shares of common stock, no 
par value. The most recent payment of a dividend on this stock was in 
1920, when a payment of 50 cents per share was made. Dividends were 
paid regularly on the preferred stock until its retirement on July 1, 1928 

Stockholders recently authorized an addition to the capital of 
150,000 shares of $3 cumulative convertible preference stock, the pro- 
ceeds from which will be used to acquire new properties. Merrill Lynch 
& Co. and Cassatt & Co. of New York placed 85,000 shares of this tssue 
at $51 a share. 

Net earnings for 1928 at $6.20 a share were $1.15 per share higher 
than in 1925, the best previous year in the history of the company. 
And with Ford continuing at capacity production this year, it is likely 
that earnings will set still another high ‘record in 1929. This earning 
of $6.20 in 1928, compared with $2.94 in 1927 and $4.51 in 1926. 

The fourth quarter of 1928 was by far the best of the year for this 
company. The earnings for the first three quarters totaled $1,245,400, 
or $3.78 per share, while the high record of the fourth quarter jumped the 
per share earnings for the year to $6.20. 

The stock is now selling on the New York Stock Exchange at around

The automotive vehicle is credited 
with having been an outstanding 
factor in the development of the 
United States during the last twen- 
ty-five years. It is of equal impor- 
tance in foreign countries which 
have become, and are becoming mo- 
torized. 

“Westward Ho” was the cry of 
those hardy American pioneers; who, 
~ the eighteenth century, were 
reaching out for new lands to devel- 
op and conquer. This spirit has ever 
been dominant in the United States 
and the American manufacturer of 
today who is seriously engaged in 
overseas trade is no less an adven- 
turer than his dauntless forefathers. 

Today, having securely established 
his product in the principal foreign 
markets, he is bent on motorizing 
even the most remote sections of the 
world. As this is accomplished, 
aside from any pecuniary gain de- 
rived therefrom, the manufacturer 
knows that he has contributed in 
no small degree to the economic 
development of such communities.

than new high records. 

The world: total of automobiles 
in use in the beginning of 1928 
was estimated to be 30,000,000 in 
round numbers, 7,000,000 of which 
were operating in foreign 
countries. About 90 per cent. of 
the world total were American 
makes. 

With such a large home market 
to supply it is natural that by far 
the greater part of production re- 
mains in the United States. How- 
ever, the percentage of passenger 
car and truck prodyction which 
ffuus its way into foreign fields has 
increased from 4 per cent. in 1923 
to better than 11 per cent. in 1927. 

Nearly 25 per cent. of the trucks 

and 9 per cent. of the passenger 

cars produced in the United States 

during the first ten months of 1928 

were exported. Almost an even half 

of the world’s production in 1927 

was required to replace those ve- 

hicles which had been withdrawn 
from service. 

The American car in a large 
number of foreign countries has 
set the pace for quality, price, 
style, color and comfort. It com- 
petes very favorably in many 
countries where there are in force 
import restrictions, high  tar- 
iffs, and even where local auto- 
mobile industries exist. 

In countries where there are no 
home industries or tariff preference, | 
such as Brazil. for example. Ameri- 
can cars usually predominate. Ten 
per cent. of the total United States | 
exports of trucks in 1527 went to 
Brazil, where 80 per cent. of the 
trucks in use and 98 per cent. of 
the passenger cars are American | 
Ipakes 

There are more than 600 four- 
wheeled automotive vehicles in use 
in Iceland; in Ceylon, 14,417; while 
in Madagascar, 1,301 Guam has 
235 and the Azores 675. 

The degree of American partici- 
pation in the automotive trade of 
these and other far-flung areas is! 
noteworthy. Seventy per cent. of 
the cars in Afghanistan are Amer- 
ican, 95 per cent. in British Hon- 
dyras, 97 per cent. in Colombia and 
70 per cent. in Siam. 

Of cowrse, the larger markets, 
such as Australia, Argentina, Can- 
ada, British South Africa, Denmark
